On April 4, 1818, congress again alter­ 
ed the flag by returning to the original 
thirteen stripes and fifteen stars, as 
tho adding of a new stripe for each 
additional state would soon make the 
flag too large. A new star is added to 
the flag on July 4 following the admis­ 
sion of each new state.-New fork 
American.
